COUNTY HOUSE PRICES 
RISE BY SEVEN PER CENT 

AVERAGE COST OF BUYING HOUSE IN TOWN IS NOW £149,070 

Average property prices 
across Northamptonshire 
have risen by upto seven per 
cent in a year to £154,407, a 
new report shows. 

And the report, published this 
week by estate agents William 
H Brown, says average prop¬ 
erty prices in Northampton 
itself increased by 15 per cent 
to £149,070. 

Mike Harris, area direc¬ 
tor at William H Brown, said: 

“Like UK Pic, the Northamp¬ 
tonshire property market is 
making a full recovery. 

“The number of people 
registering to buy - which is 
up 36 per cent - is rising at 
three times the rate of new 
property supply, which is up 
11 per cent. 

“The number of sales 
transactions is also up 11 per 
cent on the year compared to 
the UK average growth rate of 
four per cent. 

“It is the rise in competi¬ 


tion and buyer activity that 
have driven property prices. 

“There are now five new 
buyers registering for each 
new instruction and if this 
trend continues it is likely that 
house prices across the county 
will continue to rise over the 
coming months.” 

Mr Harris said he believed 
the financial investment from 
the Waterside Enterprise 
Zone in Northampton had had 
a bearing on property prices. 

He said: “The creation of 
new jobs has positively im¬ 
pacted the market and as a 
result we have seen demand 
to buy increase by a third.”

FOR SHOPPING CENTRE 


Weston Favell plans aim to attract new shops 



A fresh look to the car park entrance to the centre

P lans for a major refur¬ 
bishment which will 
“attract new retail¬ 
ers” and “refresh the 
harsh exterior” of 
Weston Favell Shopping Cen¬ 
tre have been submitted to the 
borough council. 

As the shopping centre, off 
Wellingborough Road in 
Northampton, celebrates its 
40th anniversary, its owners 
plan to modernise the centre 
with a £4 million redesign of 
the outside of the building and 
the ground floor mall, as well 
as introducing new shops. 
Centre manager, Kevin Legg, 
said: “These are exciting times 
for Weston Favell. There will 
be new offers, new tenants 
and new shops as part of an 
overall rebranding of the cen¬ 
tre. As well as enhancing the 
outdoor signage and entranc¬ 
es to the building, we will be 
making changes to the lower 
mall inside. 

“Changes, while the work is 
carried out, will take place be¬ 
hind the scenes. Some shops 
will be temporarily relocated, 
but they will continue to oper¬ 
ate, so there will be minimal 
disruption. 

“We will start with installing 
the new toilet facilities before 


the major work begins.” 

The building work, which 
will be completed by Weston 
Favell’s owners, Redefine 
International, is set to begin 
in January next year and will 
finish towards the end of next 
August. 

Redefine’s property direc¬ 
tor, Adrian Horsburgh, said: 
“We want to harmonise the 
bottom floor - which looks 
quite tired - with the modern 
upper floor, and refresh the 
whole look for customers. 
“We will be making the shops 
themselves deeper and im¬ 
proving the circulation space 
for shoppers, as well as open¬ 
ing another three to four new 
units.” 

“On the upper floor we will be 
moving the Costa Coffee shop 
and replacing it with a large 
window to let more natural 
light in to the lower level. 

“In preparation, we conduct¬ 
ed surveys among local shop¬ 
pers to find out what they 
wanted to see at their local 
shopping centre. 

“For instance, what designs 
they preferred for the signage 
outside the centre. 

“We want to improve the 
space for the retailers and 
create a more pleasant envi¬ 
ronment for the shoppers, 
hopefully encouraging new 
retailers to come in and fill 
some of the empty units.” 


However, there is as yet no 
information about which new 
shops might be interested in 
opening at the centre. 

The work will take place on 
the newest end of the shop¬ 
ping centre, added in 2002, 
with a view to make similar 
changes to the original sec¬ 
tion over the course of up to 
four years. 

Redefine, which owns seven 
shopping centres in the UK 
and three in Germany, bought 
Weston Favell Shopping Cen¬ 
tre at the end of last year. 

Mr Horsburgh said: “We 
won’t be making any money 
from the changes themselves, 


but we have been around 
long enough to know that you 
have to make investments if 
you want to stay ahead of the 
game in the current economic 
climate. Although it is sup¬ 
posedly improving, the retail 
sector is still tricky. 

“We are about putting money 
into plans which will improve 
our centres in the long-term, 
by constantly keeping their 
brands fresh.” 

The plans were officially 
submitted last Friday during 
a ceremony at the centre 
with Northampton Borough 
Council leader, David 
Mackintosh.

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‘Route will need 
to be right’ 


A KEY campaigner for 
building a north-west bypass 
says the need for the road is 
more desperate than ever, 
but the authorities would 
need to rethink its proposed 
route ifitwastobe effective. 

Patrick Cross, of the 
Whitehills & Spring Park 
Residents Association 
(WASPRA), has welcomed 
the county council’s pledge to 
look into the scheme in 2015. 

But an indication of 
the route a north-west 
bypass would take has 
already featured in the 
county council’s West 
Northamptonshire Joint 
Core Strategy, which it 
published in 2012. 

That document proposed 
a single carriageway road 
linking the A428 north of 
New Duston to the Welford 
Road, joining at The 
Windhover pub. 

It did not feature plans 
to extend the road to 
Moulton Park industrial 
estate, which Mr Cross said 
would lead to some lorries 
heading through the village 
ofBoughton. 


“The proposed roadjust 
goes to a dead end,” Mr Cross 
said. “It doesn’t complete any 
route around the town. 

“Plus it is a single lane 
carriageway, which is just a 
head-on collision waiting to 
happen.” 

Mr Cross, an associate 
lecturer in project 
management and 
development, who lives 
in Sherwood Avenue, 
Kingsthorpe, said the best 
route would take a starting 
point at the A4500, near 
junction 16 of the Mi, and 
head to the north of Harpole, 
past Harlestone, before 
heading ‘between’ Chapel 
Brampton and Boughton 
towards Moulton Park 
industrial estate. 

With new homes 
planned for Buckton Fields, 
Dallington Grange and at the 
current university site, the 
roads through Kingsthorpe 
were going to get worse, he 
said. But Mr Cross said if 
Geddington could get its 
bypass then the north-west 
ofNorthamptonmustbedue 
to get the road it needs. 


Bypass 

Studies into building a north¬ 
west bypass for Northampton 
could begin as early as next 
year, after the county council 
agreed to look again at the 
congestion-busting scheme. 
Speaking at the latest full 
council meeting, Councillor 
Michael Brown (UKIP, King¬ 
sthorpe North) proposed a 
motion that the authority “re¬ 
solves to take the first steps” 
in effectively completing the 
town’s ring road by providing 
a direct route from Duston 
to Kingsthorpe and Moulton 
Park. 

He said such a bypass would 
benefit far more people than 
the recently-opened Corby 
link road, which cost the coun¬ 
cil more than £20m to provide 
traffic respite to 2,000 people 
in and around Geddington. 

He said: “Northampton has 
a third of the county’s popula¬ 
tion and it is set to further ex¬ 
pand by another 80,000 by 
2021. 

“Many of the town’s roads 
are bursting at the seams; one 
only has to look at the A45 in 
peak times. 

“Forward plans have to be 
put in place and a dual car¬ 
riageway bypass will have a

10 ways to prevent Work-Related Back Pain 

1 . Keep your head up. Avoid straining forward by focusing on aligning your 
head and neck right above your shoulders. 

2. Move your mouse right next to your keyboard so you don’t overreach or 
twist your shoulder, arm or wrist when ‘clicking’. 

3. Choose the right chair. One with a lumbar support and with adjustable arms 
that support your own arms, to relieve strain on your neck and shoulders. 

4. Sit within reach so that your torso is about an arm’s length away from the 
monitor, which should be 2 - 3 inches above eye level. 

5. Plant your feet flat on the floor and shoulder width apart. Do not cross your 
legs as you risk over stretching the muscles around the pelvis. 

6. Find the Right Angle. Position your knees at 90°, directly over your ankles, 
which will keep your spine comfortably upright. 

7. Take a break. Get up and walk around at least once per hour and stretch 
your shoulders by rolling them back and down. 

8. Breathe well. On each inhale, think about drawing your navel toward your 
spine; that engages the core muscles and supports the upper back. 


9. When using a laptop as your primary computer, consider attaching a 
separate monitor and keyboard to prevent you leaning forward to reach the 
keys and see the screen as this will prevent 
squinting and straining. 

10. Don’t cradle the phone between your 
shoulder and ear while you multitask as this 
will strain your neck. Instead use a headset or 
speakerphone for long conversations.

profound effect on the town.” 

Councillor Brown said the 
A45 was currently operating at 
‘120 per cent’ of its capacity and 
said, with several large home 
building developments set for 
Dallington Grange and the uni¬ 
versity campus among others, 


the Tory administration need¬ 
ed to do more to improve the 
town’s infrastructure. 

His motion was passed fol¬ 
lowing cross-party support in 
the chamber and could see the 
authority look into the bypass 
scheme from the next finan¬ 


cial year. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez 
de Savage (Con, EastHunsbury 
and Shelfeys) said ‘section 106’ 
monies received when the 
council passes large housing 
developments would be key to 
funding the scheme.

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Route change to 
speed up bypass 



The new bypass will ease traffic congestion in Flore and Weedon 


The route of the proposed 
A45 Flore, Upper Heyford 
and Weedon bypass has been 
modified due to problems ac¬ 
quiring land, the county coun¬ 
cil has announced. 

A report to be heard by North¬ 
amptonshire County Council’s 
cabinet next weekwill outline 
the progress made with the 
scheme, which is also known 
as the Daventry development 
link road. 

Since cabinet approved a 
route in March, discussions 
have been ongoing with land- 
owners along the 3.5-mile 
route. 

While those to the east of 
the proposed junction with 
the A5 have agreed in prin¬ 
ciple to selling their land for 
the road to be built, the coun¬ 
cil believes it would only be 
possible to acquire some of 
the land to the west of the A5 
by Compulsory Purchase Or¬ 
der (CPO). 

As it is thought this proc¬ 
ess would delay the start of 
construction from summer 
2015 to summer 2016, a deci¬ 


sion has been taken to modify 
the route. 

Councillor Michael Clarke, 
county council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, highways 
and environment, said: “The 
A45 improvement link is a 
key priority for the council 
and has been for a number of 
years. The compulsory pur¬ 
chase process can be a very 
costly and time-consuming 
procedure so slightly modify¬ 
ing the route is by far the best 


option in working to avoid this 
scenario. 

“This is an exciting initia¬ 
tive which will greatly help 
economic development in 
the county by improving in¬ 
frastructure and bringing im¬ 
provements at a local level by 
alleviating traffic pressures in 
a number of villages.” 

A construction contractor 
for the A45 Daventry develop¬ 
ment link is currently being 
appointed.

A primary school in North¬ 
ampton has been rated “inad¬ 
equate” and placed in special 
measures after Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors found pupil standards 
were “exceptionally low”. 
Blackthorn Primary School, 
which has been academy 
sponsored by The Education 
Fellowship since Decem¬ 
ber 2012, received a damn¬ 
ing report following a visit by 
the Government education 
watchdog in July. 

Inspectors found that pu¬ 
pil standards at the end of Key 
Stage 2 were “exceptionally 
low in 2013”. 

The report by inspectors 
stated: 

■ Too many pupils in 
Key Stages 1 and 2 are not 
making enough progress in 
reading, writing and mathe¬ 
matics. 

■ Teaching is inadequate 


because teachers do not have 
high enough expectations. 
Some teachers do not manage 
behaviour well enough and 
pupils are spending too long 
on some tasks. Some teaching 
is dull. 

■ Some assessments of pu¬ 
pils’ work have not been accu¬ 
rate. Some work has not been 
marked often enough. Where 
comments have been made, 
they are not helping pupils to 
improve. 

The Ofsted inspectors al¬ 
so criticised The Education 
Fellowship for not looking 
closely enough at how addi¬ 
tional funding received by the 
academy was being used to 
improve learning for groups 
of pupils and to increase 
participation in sporting ac¬ 
tivities. 

The report states: “Tar¬ 
gets have been set for teach¬ 
ers’ performance and leaders 


have recently demanded that 
teachers expect more of their 
pupils. 

“This change has contrib¬ 
uted to the relatively high lev¬ 
els of staff changes but has not 
yet led to improved learning 
and progress in all classes.” 

Lizzie Rowe, deputy CEO 
of The Education Fellowship, 
said the academy sponsor was 
addressing the significant is¬ 
sues identified. 

She said: “We welcomed 
the Ofsted inspection in July 
and this report has confirmed 
the issues that we had previ¬ 
ously identified and recognise 
there is still work to be done at 
Blackthorn. 

“We are fully committed to 
leading Blackthorn to become 
an outstanding school, provid¬ 
ing for all pupils’ needs and en¬ 
suring they are well equipped 
for the next stage of their edu¬ 
cation,” she added.

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Hundreds of children miss 
out on free school meals 


Nearly half of children eligible 
for free school meals in North¬ 
amptonshire have not signed 
up for the scheme, it has been 
revealed. 

The Universal Infant Free 
School Meals were introduced 
in September for children in 
reception, Year l and Year 2, 
but only 52.3 per cent of pupils 
in the county have signed up. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council had budgeted on the 
assumption that 87 per cent 
of children would opt for free 
meals. 

The county’s school meal 
service, Nourish, has now 
launched a new scheme which 
allows parents to sign up for 
the meals scheme at any North¬ 
amptonshire library in a bid to 
help families who do not have 
access to a computer.

Schools will receive fund¬ 
ing depending on the number 
of children who register for 
free meals, earning £2.30 for 


each meal ordered based on 
the average of two census days, 
which will fund Universal In¬ 
fant Free School Meals for the 
summer term 2015.

The deadline for a gun amnes¬ 
ty by Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice has been extended after 
more than 160 weapons were 
handed in over two weeks. 

Revolvers, shotguns and a 
machine gun are among the 
weapons that have been hand¬ 
ed in to police, as well as a Ger- 
man handgun from World 
War Two, which was handed 
in working condition in the 
last few days. 

To give people with unlaw¬ 
fully held weapons - or legally 
held items they no longer want 
- more time to hand them 
over, the amnesty has now 
been extended to Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 5. 

Inspector Sarah Johnson, 
who is leading the amnesty, 
said: “We’ve been very pleased 
with the public response, so 
we’ve decided to give people 
another week to hand in any 
weapons they have. 

“The range of weapons 
we’ve received has been very 
varied and we’re delighted 
they’re now off Northamp¬ 


tonshire’s streets and the risk 
of them potentially falling in¬ 
to the wrong hands has been 
eradicated.” 

Among items handed over 
to the force have been working 
guns which would have been 
deadly if they had fallen into 
the wrong hands. As well as re¬ 
volvers, shotguns and rifles, 


other weapons have included 
knives, a samurai sword, imi¬ 
tation firearms and a bolt gun. 

So far, most of the weapons 
have not been licensed, but it 
is not believed any of them 
have been used in criminal ac¬ 
tivity. To take part in the am¬ 
nesty, people must call 101 to 
request an appointment.

Moves to make Northampton¬ 
shire’s town centres more cy¬ 
cle-friendly have been backed 
by the county council after it 
vowed to develop a ‘strategy’ 
to get more people exercising 
on two wheels.

And we 
want to encourage the wellbe¬ 
ing agenda,” he added.

BMW is going for more practicality 

It doesn’t look at all sporty and 
power goes to the “wrong” 
wheels for a BMW, but the lat¬ 
est model from the Bavarian 
car maker is going to cause 
big ripples in the sales pond. 

BMW expects most buyers of 
its new 2 Series Active Tourer 
to come from other brands, 
and half of them to be mature 
empty nesters, more likely to 
transport grandchildren than 
their own offspring. 

And these buyers won’t 


care that the upright stance 
of the newcomer says practi¬ 
cal more than sporty. Indeed, 
they’ll relish the space this re¬ 
leases for people and luggage. 

They’ll bother even less 
that this is the first BMW to 
drive through its front wheels, 
which has bheen an absolute 
no-no for BMW until now.

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Wilder hits out at rival managers 


Cobblers boss unhappy with opposition bosses mentioning playing budget

Chris Wilder feels oppos¬ 
ing managers’ willingness to 
mention the Cobblers’ playing 
budget shows a lack of ‘class’. 

Wycombe boss Gareth 
Ainsworth spoke about how 
his side would go into last Sat¬ 
urday’s game as underdogs 
because Northampton “have 
spent a lot of money”. 

Ainsworth brought the is¬ 
sue up again after the 1-1 draw 
at Adams Park, declaring 
himself happy that his team 
had matched one who had in¬ 
vested heavily over the sum¬ 
mer. 

Wilder has undoubtedly 
been well backed by Sixfields 
chairman David Cardo¬ 
za, who has green-lighted 
deals to sign four players on 
three-year contracts - John- 
Joe O’Toole, Marc Richards, 
Zander Diamond and Ryan 
Cresswell. 

But the Cobblers boss says 
such spending has only been 
undertaken to improve the 
club in the long term and feels 
the fact it is being mentioned 
is indicative of the progress 
that has been made in the past 
six months. 

“I don’t agree with talking 
budgets and stuff like that, I 


don’t think it’s got a lot of class 
about it,” he said. 

“I don’t like it when peo¬ 
ple talk about massive clubs 
in this level; we’re a club with 
a healthy budget and I’ll talk 
about my team. 

“We’re trying to build. We 
were in the bottom two for all 
of last season and we’re trying 
to build for the future. 

“We think we’re going in 
the right direction and build¬ 
ing in the right way. 

“Wycombe were delighted 
to get a point and possibly that 
shows how far we’ve come, 
that we’re seen as a decent side 
that might have a good season 
in this division.” 

Wilder was left to rue a 
late goal at Wycombe, where 
Aaron Holloway scored in the 
eighth minute of time added 
on to secure a draw that sees 
Town slip one place to sixth in 
Sky Bet League Two. 

But it does represent a very 
good return of four points 
from successive difficult away 
games and a tightening up of 
the team defensively. 

“It’s about the bigger pic¬ 
ture as well for me,” he said. 
“I don’t want us to be the yo¬ 
yo side that we were in Sep¬ 
tember and Saturday’s game 
gives us a good point away 
from home.”

Once you get that op¬ 
portunity it’s up to you, but 
that’s all I want,” he said. 


“I’m not sure what’s going 
on in the minds of the selec¬ 
tors, but I’m just playing the 
best rugby I can for my club. 

“There are a few players 
who have been doing well 
in my position. That’s good 
from a national point of 
view, but also personally be¬ 
cause to be in contention you 
have to play the best you can. 

“My aim is to play the best 
I can for Northampton and 
see where that takes me.” 

Lancaster names his 
squad for the Tests against 
New Zealand, South Afri¬ 


ca, Samoa and Australia on 
October 22, with the games 
crucial in allowing him to 
continue preparations for 
next year’s World Cup on 
home soil. 

As well as considering 
his many options at fly-half, 
the England head coach also 
has to work out his midfield 
partnership, particularly 
over who will start at inside 
centre. 

Luther Burrell used his 
speed and power to score 
Northampton’s only try in 
Saturday’s hard-fought Pre¬ 


miership win over London 
Irish at the Madejski Sta¬ 
dium, and Myler is full of 
praise for his club colleague. 

“Luther has a lot of pos¬ 
itive attributes and he’s al¬ 
ways trying to improve,” 
Myler said. “Luther is a very 
physically capable man 
with good speed and good 
strength. 

“He’s deceptively quick. 
You wouldn’t say that his 
main attribute, but he can 
move for a big man, so it’s 
nice having him in the team.” 

Meanwhile, Saints boss 


Jim Mallinder says Burrell 
is revelling in the battle to 
claim a central role for Eng¬ 
land this autumn. 

“Centre is a competitive 
position and Luther enjoys 
that,” said Mallinder. 

“Throughout his career 
he’s always been up against 
it. 

“He’s not worried about 
the competition, instead 
he’s just concentrating on 
playing well for Saints. 

“Hopefully (England 
boss) Stuart Lancaster will 
pick him.” 
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
